Commissioner Payne, who is 
a mortgage broker, noted that 
economic factors militate 
against continued successful 
development of one-, two, and 
four-unit apartments, such as 
have been the rule in Menlo 
Park thus far. 

“If we are going to give 
‘bonuses’ for bigger develop- 
ments, why not throw out our 
R-2 (duplex) and R-3 (four 
unit) zoning now?” he ques- 
tioned. 


“We have to decide wheth- 
er Menlo Park is going to be 
a small-scale Atherton, or a 
small scale version of some 
such city as San Mateo, 
where large apartments are 
encouraged because they are 
economically able to pay 
their own way,” purely on 
an investment basis and not 
because of any sentimental 
attachment to them as 
homes.” 


The seeds have already been 
sown, Payne warned, of de- 


terioration in some of the 
smaller apartment develop- 
ments. 


Other planners agreed, in- 
sofar as that a study should be 
made. And one, Commissioner 
Art Stadler, also noted that 
Menlo Park’s ‘“‘village” atmos- 
phere was one of the main 
reasons people came here. 

Prior to Payne’s talk, the 
planners had okayed, after 
much debate, a plan for a 
building submitted by Keith 
Garner, 1555 Bay Laurel drive. 

The apartment would con- 
tain 18 dwelling units around 
a central court and swimming 
pool; the parcel on which it is 
to be situated, facing the 900 
block of Middle avenue, was 
made up of four lots, each of 
which would under regular 
zoning only accommodate four 
apartments. 

Garner said that be couldn’t 
develop, all four lots econom- 
ically with only 16 dwelling 
units, ‘kecause the’ total de- 
velopment would be so expen- 
sive he would be unable to 
find customers for it, unless 
some special 
were given. 
ALTERNATIVE 

On the other hand, Garner 
said, if he developed all four 
lots individually, as “R-3” lots, 
he could probably sell each 
four-unit building. There 
would be no integration and 
no added incentives such as 
the swimming pool. 

Payne, in his plea for a 
study, pointed out that future 
apartment-dwellers can get 
more communal attractions in 
larger apartments than in 
smaller ones. 

Meanwhile he noted: 

“The owner of a single-fam- 
ily home is there because he’s 
proud of it, whether or not he 
can afford to pay for it or not.

“The operator of a small 
apartment doesn’t operate that 
way. His building constitutes 
a business. And when one of 
his tenants moves out, he faces 
a 50 per cent vacancy, or a 25 
per cent vacancy, where as the 
operator of a larger apartment 
suffers only a minor loss. 

“But if the owner of a 
duplex or small apartment 
starts losing money, he’s apt 
to throw the thing as a bad 
job. There’a:no emotion at- 
tached to it.” 

Garner’s permission to put 
more than the. maximum num- 
ber of apartments on four lots 
came after plannérs decided 
his proposal was a “large 
scale” development, and there- 
fore eligible for consideration 
under a special section of the 
zoning ordinance. Otherwise, 
it would have taken a rezon- 
ing or a variance to put on the 
extra apartments. 

In addition, the planners 
okayed under similar rules a 
plan for putting 16 apartments 
on three lots owned by L. Fer- 
rari at 1020 Florence lane. 

It was conceded, however, 
that Ferrari’s three lots had a 
larger total area than most 
groups of four lots in the 
apartment house zone. 

In both cases, the planners 
called for greater building set- 
backs from the property line 
than would otherwise be 
asked. :

Which Tells What Product Is 


But if the phrase, 
Park,” was exempted, the sign 
could go up in size to a re- 
spectable 190 square feet. 
“We didn’t realize, when we 
put up the first letters, that 
they’d be construed as a sign,”

When constructed, the sign 
will be on the side of the

Menlo Park’s vodka plant, 
can have a sign on it which 
tells what’s made there, plan- 
ning commissioners decided 
Monday night: 

They said the sign could be 
of reasonable size-—250 square 
feet—and that this figure 
needn’t include the portion of 
the sign which says ‘Menlo 
Park plant.” 

The latter phrase, they 
agreed, didn’t advertise vodka. 

The 250-foot-square maxi- 
mum is expected to become 
the standard for industrial 
plants facing Bayshore High- 
way, in Bohannon Industrial 
park. 

The vodka plant is oper- 
ated' by Hueblein, Inc,, man- 
ufacturers of Smirnoff Vod- 
ka.’ The company advertises 
by brand name, not by com- 
paay name, according to 
Manager W. A. Churchill. 

Churchill explained his com- 
pany’s dilemma this way: 

/ Last year, after the $500,000 
plant facing Bayshore highway 
just north of Belle Haven 
underpass was completed. the 
firm installed some raised let- 
ters on the front of the build- 
ing which read, “Hueblein, 
Inc., Menlo Park plant.” 

This was printed in two 
lines so the space between 
the company name and the 
city’s name had to be included 
as part of the area of the sign. 
The “sign,” therefore, had a 
total area of 140 square feet. 

If the “Menlo Park plant” 
were taken off, it wouldn’t be 
necessary to count the space 
between the lines and the size 
of the sign would be reduced

New Regulation on Recess 
Will Speed Legislation 


(The following is the third 
of a series of articles being 
written by State Senator 
Richard J. Dolwig for the 
weekly newspapers of San 
Mateo county.

Last November the voters 
passed Proposition 9 which 
eliminated the . constitutional 
recess in February at General 
Sessions of the legislature and 
provided that bills could be in- 
troduced throughout the dura- 
tion*of the legislature but not 
acted unop until 30 days after 
their.introduction. 

‘‘Previosuty, all bills had, to 
be’ introduced in the first 30! 
days of the session, then the 
legislature was required to ad- 
joeurn for 30 days and thereaf- 
ter consider bills introduced 
before the recess. 

The new system will obviate 
the practice of introducing 
“spot” or “skeleton” bills 
which caused considerable dif- 
ficulties. Such a bill merely set 
up the law.to he changed, and 
after the constitutional recess 
it was amended to provide spe- 
cifically what its author had in 
mind. Thus, up to the time of 
the recess when the digests 
were published, many of the 
bills bore no indication of their 
ultimate purpose. 


At the next session, under 
the new procedure, the legis- 
lative counsel will have to is- 
sue digests currently as bills 
are introduced and publish a 
bi-weekly cumulative index 
and digest, which’ will give 
the public, more adequate 
and timely information. 


This will even out the work 
of the legislative counsel and 
of the committees of the legis- 
lature over a long period of 
time and will thus promote 
more efficiency in handling 
legislation. 


Recent experience by Penin- 
sulans of: smog in the Bay Ar- 
ea and the report by the State 
Department of Health that pol- 
lution is developing in the Cen- 
tral Valley make it apparent 
that the problem of air poilu- 
tion is one no longer confined 
to Southern California. 

Smog has now become a 
state-wide problem and it will 
be necessary for the legislature 
to act promptly in order to 
control it. Progress in*the Bay 
Area has been made—as it was 
years ago in Los Angeles-—to 
ward elimination of open air 
burning-in public dumps. 

Also industrial users of fuels 
and other chemicals which ul- 
timately contaminate the air 
are being broupght into line 
by requirements of expensive 
equipment ao control the es- 
cape of solid particles, especi- 
ally hydro-carbons and toxic 
nitrogen compounds, into the 
atmosphere. 

However, despite the pro- 
gress which has been made in 
these directions, the major 
cause of smog goes uncontrol- 
led and is increasing through- 
out the state. It is undeniable 
that motor vehicles contribute 
by far the major portion of the 
contaminants that pollute our 
air. 

Moreover, with the in- 
creasing compression ratios 
of automobile engines and 
the addition to motor fuels 
of detergents which release 
even more carbon and lead 


compounds to the air as they 
clean our engines, it is ap 
parent that in order to con- 
trol smog, we must control 
the millions of smog-produc- 
ing motor vehicles. 

It seems impractical to at- 
tempt any cure relating to the 
automobiles already being dri- 
ven upon our highways since 
even if the administrative prob- 
lems could be overcome, the 
burden of such a policy would 
fall upon millions of individual 
automobile owners without re- 
gard to their financial circum- 
stances, 

However, it is feasible to re- 
quire some sort of smog con 
trol device upon all new auto- 
mobiles sold in the state. Such 
a requirement would seem fair 
since it.would put the burden 
upon thé. wianufa@urers just 
as previously the;burden of 
smog control .has fallen upon 
local. industries. 

Standards can be formulated 
to define the substances which 
must be controlled and the de- 
gree to which they must be 
vcontrolled by automobile ex- 
haust devices. The legislature 
will have under consideration 
legislation. which would re- 
quire all new automobiles to 
come with -some standard 
of maximum atmospheric con- 
tamination. 

The problem of flood con- 
trol on a county-wide basis 
will get further attention, I 
will iftroduce a bill for the 
San Mateo County Flood 
Control District, similar to 
one I had introduced in 1955. 

Some amendments have been 
suggested that should produce 
agreement by the cities. The 
board of supervisors and manu- 
facturers association have been 
most active in promoting a 
county-wide district. 

Without it, we have lost con 
siderable federal monies for 
this purpose which are availa- 
ble on a matching basis. My 
hope is that county-wide agree- 
ment can be readied- so that 
we can proceed with a solution 
of this most important prob- 
lem. 

During the session, I hope to 
be able to continue these in- 
stallments and keep you in- 
formed about what is happen- 
ing in Sacramento. The session 
promises to be one of the most 
important for years.

Stanford Research Institute Buys 14 More Acres Here 


property to the city of Menlo|came available for use as a 


Stanford Research Institute 
has purchased 14.2 more acres 
of former Dibble hospital land 
from Stanford University, a 
spokesman for the Institute 
announced last week. 

The new acreage is in the 
form of three parcels adjacent 
to the 30-acre property on 
which SRI’s new headquar- 
ters building is situated, fac- 
ing Ravenswood avenue. 

Plans for development of 
the new acreage have not yet 
been completed, the spokes- 
man said. ; 

The land was_ purchased 
from Stanford University at 
the pegged price’ of about 
$16,000 an acre. Total outlay 
by SRI was $235,000. 

The entire Dibble hospital 
area was originally the 
northern 127 acres of the 
Timothy Hopkins estate, es- 
tablished in the 1870's, In 
1943 it was condemned by 
the federal government, for 
use as an army hospital. 
The army continued to use 
the land until 1946 after which 
is was cut down 26 acres with 


Park, for a civic center and 
recreation area, and another 
10 acres facing Middlefield 
road was taken over on a con- 
ditional deed by the Sequoia 
High School District. 

The hospital chapel and the 
acre of ground on which it 
stood was declared available 
for sale to a church; after use 
by several congregations, the 
property came under the own- 
ership of the First Church of 


Christ, Scientist, of Menlo 
Park.

Meanwhile, Stanford Re- 


search Institute had been or- 
ganized and moved into build- 
ings at the east end of the 
army hospital development;

During peak years in 
the early 1950’s, the latter 
units, known collectively as 
Stanford Village, housed as 
many as 1500 single students 
and 320 married couples.

Flowering Fruit Trees Help 
Emphasize Color of Spring 


When planting, don’t skimp

How to Grow Grapes 


Success in growing grapes is 
more a matter of where you 
live than how you do it. In 
warm interior valleys you can 
do everything wrong and still 
get fruit. In a coastal fog belt 
you do it right and seldom get 
anything for your labors. 

The person who simply 
must have grapes in a non- 
grape-growing area should 
plant a white American vari- 
ety such as Seneca or Gold- 
den Muscat and hope for the 
best. The California Associa- 
tion of Nurserymen suggests 
trellising vines against a 
warm south wall to trap ev- 
ery hit of heat possible. If 
you don’t get fruit you at 
least get a nice vine for your 
effort. 


In the coastal valleys of both 
Southern and Northern Cali- 
fornia the choice of variety is 
wider and chances of success 
are almost always good. Here 
again, choose the sunniest spot 
in your garden. All the Ameri- 
can varieties, including Con- 
cord and Pierce, are well suit- 
ed to these areas. And most of 
the European varieties can be 
grown. For best success, choose 
the earlier ripening Europeans 
such as Delight, a delightful 
seedless grape with the muscat 
flavor, Perlette, Cardinal, Ri- 
bier or Malaga. 
In the San Joaquin Valley 
and the interior valleys of Sou- 
thern California, the gardener 
has unlimited choice among 
the European varieties. In ad- 
dition to those mentioned, 
Thompson Seedless, Muscat, 
Black Muscat, Red Malaga and 
Flame Tokay all do well. Cli- 
mate in these valleys is warm 
for American vareties, but Con- 
cord and Pierce are adapted, 
| especially for arbors. 
Grapes are inexpensive, espe- 
cially now during their dor- 
mant planting season. To plant 
them, sink the plant — roots, 
stem and all—into the planting 
hole so that only the top bud 
is level with the ground. Then 
mound loose soil up over the 
top until it is completely cov- 
ered. Be sure to set a stake in 
at this time.

“A first aid kit, for example, 
is a necessity. 

“But beyond that we don’t 
have as much special equip- 
ment as we have on our emer- 
gency squad trucks. This is pro- 
| per because it is a pumping: en- 
“| gine, and not designed to fill 
a larger number of emergency 
uses.” 

The truck, when it rolls to a 
fire, will probably have only 
two men aboard, Carter ex- 

plained. 

Hoses are laid aboard with 
great care so that the two men, 
between them, can get them 
connected in a minimum of 
time should there be any delay 
in getting other firemen to the 
scene. 

When a 1000-gallon-per-min- 
ute engine starts to work, it 
takes more than two firemen to 
control the hoses and keep 
them directed at fires, howev- 
er. This is why the district calls 
off-shift firemen to the scene 
of building fires. 

Besides its pumps and the 
necessary heavy hoses for con- 
necting to hydrants, the truck 
carries 2000 feet of 24-inch 
hose, a %-inch hose on a reel, 
for use in fighting small fires; 
a tank holding 300 gallons of 
water, so small fires can re- 
ceive immediate attention with- 
out necessarily connecting up

Trustees of the Ravenswood 
Elementary School district last 
week authorized Architect Wil- 
liam Keller to proceed with 
work on preliminary plans for 
three major building projects.
